But a cloud of legal talent m'eans a 


big lawyers' bill, au<l in the Eaee ol 
the borough's rather desperate finan- 
cial condition it seems rather extrav- 
agant to employ unlimited additional 
counsel for (he enforcement of the 
underground wire ordinance. 


'The case is not intricate and the 


Ian- involved should not bo perplex- 
ing. The Borough Solicitor Is 'a very 
competent 'attorney and quite capable 
•we are' sure of handling the matter. 
'Cases ol this Icind are not determined 
•by the number of lawyers engaged on 
either side, but by the laws governing 
them. An-imposing.array of counsel 
often represents a weak case. 


In any event it seems to us that if 


additional counsel Is deemed necas- 
«ary it should be provided by the par- 
ties immediately interested. 
"It is 


the fight of the people," declares ono 
Councilman. Generally speaking, this 
is true; but the light on the part of 
the people is rather a tight for prin- 
ciple, while the immediate and tan 
giblo benefits inure to a few Individ 
•uals. They aro taxpayers, it is true, 
and they are entitled to the protec- 
tion of the ordinances just as well as 
all other taxpayers and citizens, but 
not to any more or extra protection 
or effort: 
The Borough Solicitor is 


good enough counsel for other cases 
and he should be good enough for this. 
If private interests think he needs as- 
sistance to further their cause such 
private interests should provide such 
assistance both as a matter of cour- 
tesy and a matter of equity.
